TMJi NAVIGATION OF BRITISH 
COLUMBIAN WATERS. 

l\Ir. Sproat, who is woll informed on 
international quostiuiia, oxplaina, ' oppor- 
tunely, tliobo^iriuy of oxiatiiij; trontios on 
tho navigation of our nortluveHtorn wiitera 
Hononilly. ■ Erpm what ho saya wo think 
that the argument ua tho British aidu 
against any elaim of the Americans to 
navi(;ate the Columbia within tho pnivincu 
is, tiioughoneof inferonco, mucli stronger 
than any urf^umont tliat can bo adduced 
by tho American governiuoiit. Tempor- 
arily, however, it ia probable that no ob- 
jection to tho navigation of tho Columbia 
by American vessels will bo urged by tho 
Canadian government as tho great Farwell 
bridge and other neccssarioa in the con- 
struction of tho 0. P. railway must bo 
convoyed to the acono of work,' and those 
intereated in transportation, via Victoria 
and ICatnioops, have not seized their op- 
piirt uiiities. Ah regards our coast waters, 
the treaty of 184G has the following 
words: "Provided, however, that tho 
navigation of the whole of the said chan- 
nel and atraits south of tlio lOtli parallel 
of north latitude n'tmiiiL free aiid.opon to 
both parlies." The clianiml is proviuualy 
defined as "tho channel which aoparatoH 
tho continent from Vancouver Island," 
and the' 'use. of the word "remain" re- 
quires tifkt ihii partcpf the treaty of 1840 
bo read with tho coiivontiDiis of 1818 and 
1827, <jo(itocl by Mr. Sproat, which open 
liarborH, baj s, creeks and rivurs, as well 
as tho said chainiol, to both parlies. Nn 
subsequent treaty touches tho subject; 
hence, according to troatios, all tho waters 
south of Oyster Hay and I'oint lloborts — 
the sea channel from shore to shore, 
harbors, bays, crooks and rivers — are free 
and open to Aniorican citizoiia and IJritieii 
subjects. Strangely, the treatiua do ni't 
say what ia often said in treaties of thia 
kind, that the navigating privilege shall 
be subject to the laws or regulations of 
tho respective countries. It is manifest 
that, according to treaties, neither gov- 
erninout can makenny regulations incon- 
sistent with freedom of navigation in this 
water area. Tho Canadian govornniont, 
strictly, has no control in that area south 
of Oyster Bay and Point Roberts, for 
none of the existitig treaties of navig.a- 
tion, commerce, fisliing or reciprocity, in 
Mr. Sproat's opinion, botwreon Great 
Britain and tho United States, other than 
the threo abovo-montionod affect this part 
of the world. Tiio poasible bearing of 
this fact upon custom-house, towing, 
pilotage and coasting questions, wo do not 
at present discuss. Tho waters between 
Vancouver Island and tho mainland, north 
of the ■lOtii parallel, with tho ports of 
Nanaimo, Burrard Inlot and Now Woat- 
niinster are, howovor, aa much iiilatid 
Canadian waters aa tho Columbia river 
and FarwoU, unless, indeed, the conven- 
tions of 1818 and 1827 are still in force, 
as far as they relate to this part of the 
continent. The Washington treaty of 
1871 does not alTect tho general question. 
Thero ia much force in Mr. Sproat's sug- 
gestion that Puget Sound, as a natural 
appanage of the water area declared open 
to both parties by the treaty of 1846, and 
indivisible (from it, is rightfully part 
of that area. His description of the 
differing methods of diplomatic proce- 
dure, north and south of tho lino, de- 
mands very serious attention. We shall 
be glad to hear the views of our neigh- 
bors in Washington territory on the whole 
subject. 

ME. PEMBERTUN'S ALLOWANCE. 

It is a regretful circumstance that our 
esteemed morning cimteniporary can never 
discuss any (jueation without allowing his 
personal leanings or dislikes to come to 
the surface like scum on a pot of dirty 
water.

$500 as t» gratuity 1 This is an improper 
and insulting term to apply to the vote. 
When money is justly duo it is not paid 
as a gratuity, but as a rocomponse. Tho 
edilLor of our OBleenied contemporary is 
himself an applicant for eelomosynary 
aid from the [irovincial goverinnent funds 
for services alleged to have been rendoroil 
in London, soma time ago. Now, if the 
govorririionl should conaont to pay any 
jiortion of that demand it would bo a i;ra- 
tuity~-B free gift — a donation — bocauHo 
tho claim -is neitlier '.: moral nor a legal 
one. Mr. Pombeiton's case ia widely 
feront, and tho action of the council ia to 
bo cummondod, not condemned.

NaviKation of Intcruatioual 
Waters. 

A correspondent hands us tho following 
extract from a letter of Mr. Sproat on tho 
question t)f tho navigation of our internal 
waters: 

"The conventions of 1818 and 1827, 
.and the treaty of 1840, are tho only trea- 
ties that refor to the country west of tho 
Rocky mountains, except tho Washington 
treaty of 1871, and the latter does not 
touch t-be cpioatioii of navigating the Oo- 
luinbia. The subjoined oxtracta from the 
above three treaties show that tho ques- 
tion of tho navigation of the Columbia, 
within this province, by Americans, de- 
pends on whether the reciprocal liberty of 
navitrating all rivers in tho disputed Ore- 
gon territory secured by the conventions 
of 181H and 1827 necessarily expired when 
the territorial lnumdaries of tho respec- 
tive nations wero settled by tho treaty of 
ls4t>. The latter treaty does not, in 
terins, abrogate tho articles referring to 
this part of the continon', ii tho above two 
convenliotis; but il may bo argued that 
these articles, having had their ell'oct, 
were inferuntially anuulled by the fact of 
the conclusion of that treaty. If not, all 
rivers and waters aro reciprocally free be- 
tween latitudes 42 and 54 ° 40 (the lim- 
its of tho.dobatablo land in tho old Oro- 
gi n diacuaaiona). The .\mericans can 
navigate the Columbia and we can navi- 
gate Puget Sound; indeed, I think, that 
Pugot Sound — aa being naturally attached 
to the general water area opened — was in 
fact, oponod to ua by tho treaty of 1840; 
but we havo slept on our rights in this 
matter. Tho treaties of peace, commerce 
or reciprocity (1783, 1704, 1814, 1815, 
1854) do not refor to the country west of 
tho Rocky miunilaina. 

".■\3 lo waters between Vnncouvor Is- 
land and the mainland, tliewholeaea chan- 
nel from the Island shore to tho mainland 
shore — Cowichan Bay to Hollingham Hay 
— and the whole of Fucti straits, lying 
south of tho 40tli parallel, wero declared 
by tho treaty of 1840 to be free and open 
water to Anierii^aus and Hritish (subject, 
of course, to customs rogulatioiis by tho 
respective govornuieiita, not inconnistent 
with .'reedom of navigation.) Tho 49th 
parallel in its tiottrse westerly from Point 
Huberts, leaves a amall cap on the north 
end of (ialiuno laland and crossoa Oyster 
Hay. North of that line is, [iresumably, 
Canadian inland wa((>r, that ia, if the 
ellect of the treaty of 184C was, aa above 
siiutiosted, to annul tha convention of 
1.S27."
